LONDON MUCH AGITATED 


Inquiry Is Promised by Chan¬ 
cellor—Government 
on Trial. 


LONDON, May 7.—Andrew Bonar Law, 
Government spokesman in the House 
of Commons, announced today that the 
Government proposed to ask. two Judges 
to act as a court of honor to investigate 
the charges made by Gen. Frederick B. 
Maurice, who was recently removed 
from the post of director of military 
operations at the British war office. 

The letter of Gen. Maurice was writ¬ 
ten to the morning papers, in which it 
.appeared today. It charges Mr. Bonar 
/Law and Premier Lloyd George with 
having made misstatements in the 
• House of Commons with reference to 
military matters, and says they are the 
latest in a series recently made by the 
Government in Parliament. 

Asquith Makes Motion. 

Former Premier As<iuith gave notice 
that he would move the appointment of 
a committee from the House of Com¬ 
mons to investigate the Maurice affair, 
Instead of having thp inquiry made by 
Judges. The motion will be debated on 
Thursday. 

Shortly before his transfer, Gen. 
Maurice. In one of his customary weekly 
^Interviews with newspapermen, made 
remarks which were considered In some 
quarters as reflecting on Gen. Foch, thb 
commandor-ln-chief of the combined al¬ 
lied forces. At one point of the Inter¬ 
view he drew a parallel between the

erloo. when Wellington was awaiting the 
arrival of Bluocher.

“Gen. Maurice’s letter,” said 
Bonar Law, “raised two questions—the 
question of military discipline involved 
in writing such a letter, and the ques¬ 
tion of veracity of ministerial state¬ 
ments. 

Grants an Inquiry. 

"As regjurds the first question, that is 
being dealt with by the army council In 
the ordinary way. As regard.^ the sec¬ 
ond question, though it must bo obvious 
to the House that the Government could 
not be carried on if an Inquiry Into the 
conduct of ministers should be con¬

Gen. Maurice’s Charges. 

General Maurice, in his letter to the 
press, recalls that Bonar Law, while 
; nnsweriing questions in the House of 
Commons on Api-il 23, said tlie exten¬ 
sion of the British front in France was 
not dealt with by the A'^ersallles war 
council, and he asserts tiiat the chan- 
•cetlor of the exchequer’s statement is 
I incorrect. He declares: 

"I was at Versailles when the 
question was decided by the council to 

■ which it had been i-eferred.” 

> ’Then General Maurice traverses 
Premier Lloyd George’s assertion on 
.Apnld 19 that the British army in France 
■was considerably stronger on January 
.1, 1918, than it was on January 1, 1917, 
adding: 

’That statement imjplles that Haig’s 
fighting strength on the eve of the 

■ battle, beginning March 21. had not 
been diminished. That is not correct.” 

‘ Premier Wrong Again. 

General Maurice also denies the truth 

• of Premier Lloyd George’s assertion 
.that there was only one -white division 
in Mesopotamia, and only three white 
dJvteions in Egypt and Palestine.

OTTAWA, May 7.—It is stated today 
that in spite of the desire of the Gov¬ 
ernment to bring the session to a close 
as speedily as possible the House will 
not prorogtie until the promised field di .

Mr. Nickle’s motion was.aimed against 
hereditary ^and reflected titles. The 
amendment Of Richardson of Springfield 
was aimejl at the abolition of ail titles 
whatsoevOr. Had the amendment been 
put on the evening of the debate it 
would liave carried. But Sir Robert 
Bord^ intervened to point out that in 
its existing form it would include not 
only civil but military. It is now the 
intention of the mover of the amend¬ 
ment to eifclude military decorations of 
various kinds.' 

In the meantime it may be noted that 
the several hundred titles recommended 
under the new Imperial order have been 
held up.

GOVT. SAME AS U. S. 

LISBON, Portugal, May 7.—’The 
stltution of Portugal probably wil __ 
revised somewhat on the lines of that 
of the United States of America. A 
constitutional assembly is to be held, 
and the opinion is expressed by senators 
and deputies that the convention, while 
preserving the republican form of Gov¬ 
ernment, will abolish the parliamentary 
system. 

The proposed changes in the consti¬ 
tution probably are designed to stabilize 
the Government by Increasing the 
powers of the executive. 


RUMANIA SIGNS 
TREATY GIVING 
HUNS Fp HAND 

Plucky Nation Forced to 
Knuckle Down by Russia’s 
Disintegration. 


-AMS’TERDAM, May 7.—The peace 
treaty between Rumania and the cen¬ 
tral powers was signed yesterday morn¬ 
ing, says an official dispatch from 
Bucharest today. 

The plenipotentiaries of the four Teu¬ 
tonic allied powers and Rumania, under 
the chairmanship of Dr. von Kuehlraann, 
the German foreign secretary, signed 
the treaty in the sarad room of the 
castle where the entry of Rumania Into 
the war -was decided upon. The treaty 
will be called “The Peace of Bucharest.” 
and the text Irlll be published' at an 
early date.

FORCED. 

Rumania, .isolated in the east, and 
forced into peace negotiations through 
the defection of Russia, under the Bol- 
shevlki, concluded a preliminary peace 
agreement with the central powers 
early In March. By this tho province 
of Dobrudja as far north as the Danube 
was ceded to the central powers, the 
understanding being that tills terrltorj- 
should ultimately be assigned to Bul¬ 
garia. Rumania was to have a trade 
route to the Black Sea by way of Con- 
stanza. Rumania also agreed in prin¬ 
ciple to the "frontier rectiflcatlons” de¬ 
manded by Austria, which were later 
shown to be strips of territory aggre¬ 
gating some 3,000 square miles, taking 
In ail the chief mountain passes along 
the Transylvanian frontier, and includ¬ 
ing cessions which would secure control 
of the Danube by the central powers 
along its entire length. 

Losing Out Again. 

’The acquisition of Bessarabia (Rus¬ 
sian territory) by Rumania was under¬ 
stood to have been tacitly agreed upon- 
by way of compensation to Rumania, 
but both the Ukraine and the Russian 
governments have since protested 
against this* move. 

■While negotiations over the permanent 
treaty were pending, Germany advanced 
new demands, which covered the con¬ 
trol of the Rumanian oil fields, and 
Berlin newspapers have reported that 
this control has been provided for for 
a period of 99 years, with militarv oc¬ 
cupation by Germany of the oil-produc¬ 
ing regions for several years.

‘‘Shingles” a Germ Disease of 

the Nerves—Care and Cure

.V possible that when the name was 
given epidemics of shingles may have 
occurred, in which more than one or 
two rib-nerVes were attacked. 

Bacteria of the streptp-cocci tribe 
seem to be responsible for zoster. They 
linger in the lap of the ganglions—the 
heads—of the sensory nerves of pain, 
touch and similar Skln-sensatlons. 
Doubtless they find their way into the 
tonsils or bad teeth first, thence 
through the lymph,or blood stream to 
their lodging place In the nerve heads. 

The water blisters or line of shingles 
follows the distribution of the particu¬ 
lar nerve affected. Foolish purveyors 
of ancient, unchecked gossip tell you 
that "if shingles meet in or cross the 
middle line;” that Is. if they go all the 
way round, "it is fatal." Thete Is less 
truth In this than in most fiopular su¬ 
perstitions. Shingles is not known to 
kill. It is, however, very painful for 
many weeks after the blisters have 
dried up and disappeared. 

Time the Healer. 

In 1915, Dr. Artault advised that a 
Spanish fly blister be applied over the 
spinal column pallet to the line of 
the ribs affected. This treatment seems 
to help the condition considerably at 
times. Ten grains each ofsictd sodium 
phosphate and hexamethyl«etramlne in

Codiene sulphate with antlpyrlne can be 
prescribed by your family doctor at his 
discretion. While this does not cure the 
malady, it at least diminishes most o( 
its unpleasant symptoms.

Time, the great healer, rides roughshod 
over the affection, and after the lapse 
of a month or more, the relief obtained 
by the codeine' becomes a cure wrought 
by Father Tempus. 

Other Simple Aids. 

During the first week or so, when the 
eruption becomes filled with pus bac¬ 
teria, it Is the better part of wisdom 
to apply come antiseptic such as equal 


parts of calamine, boric acid and oxide 

It is not considered the best Judg¬ 
ment to open water blisters, fever blis¬ 
ters or burn blisters. The serum in 
them may escape infection by skin 
microbes if they are left severely alone. 

Disinfectants that are either dry or 
greasy are, therefore, preferable to fluid 
applications. White precipitate oint¬ 
ment, stearate of zinc or some similar 
antiseptic may be used.

TRIBUNAL STARTS REHEARING 
OF “B” MEN’S EXEMPTION PLEA 


Over 200 men in London, listed In 
'Category B, wlB have their appeals for 
exemption heard by the members of 
Tribunal No. 184. The re-hearing of 
the claims for exemption of these men 
commenced Tuesday and will continue 
dally until the quota is exhausted. 

Tribunal No. 184 sits at the cjity 
streets. The members are City Regis¬ 
trar R. H. Dlgnan and Dr. A. R. Pln- 
gel. A mUdtary representative has not 
yet been appointed. 

All the ”B” cases In the city are 
assigned for rehearing before this one 
tribunal. Twelve cases dally are being 
alloted for rehearing by the tribunal 
members. 

A decided departure Is made In the 
case of the “B” men from the course 
followed by the tribunals in hearing 


the claims of “A” men. The practice 
was then for the tribunal hearing the 
case to decide what disposition was to 
be made of the man’s claim. 

The tribunaTs decisions were final 
except where appeals were entered 
against their findings. In the cases of 
B men the brilbunals will hear the evi¬ 
dence, to be presented by the men, 
and will then make certain recommend¬ 
ations to the exemption review board, 
consisting of the deputy registrar, the 
public and ogrlculturail representatives. 

This board will act upon the recom¬ 
mendations submitted by the tribunals 
and hand down the final decisions. 

Not until a B man, who comes up for 
rehearing, receives notice of disposition 
from the deputy registrar, will he know 
whether his claim has been disallowed 
or granted.
